BLOOD HORSE RACES YESTERDAY. 


No More Transfers AYill be A llowed 
to Chinese in Transit by Steam er 
to M exico.

NO MOKE TRANSFERS. 
B locking the W ay A gainst Chinese Across 
the M exican Boundary. 
San Francisco, April 15th.—When it be­ 
came known to Collector Phelps that iu- 
transit Chiuamen to Mexico were arriving 
in increased numbers by every China 
steamer, the fact was not long iii coming 
to light that instead of the heathens com­ 
pleting their trip to Guaymas, which is 
1,959 miles from San Francisco, they got 
off at Ensenada, 490 miles from this city 
and 1,500 miles away from Guaymas. The 
distance between Ensenada and San Diego 
is but sixty miles, and uot one of the Chi­ 
namen considered that distance anything 
provided they were successful in reaching 
the United States by smuggling themselves 
in over the border. 
Last Saturday the steamer City cf Syd­ 
ney sailed for PaDama, and the usual large 
number of in-transits to Guaymas desired 
to depart on that vessel from the Oceanic, 
on which vessel they had arrived from 
China, and were detained on board pend­ 
ing the sailing of the steamer. Unfortu­ 
nately for them, a telegram was sent to 
Collector Phelps that a tishingsmack, con­ 
taining ten Chinamen, had been captured 
while attempting to reach San Diego from 
Ensenada. On this representation Col­ 
lector Phelps made strenuous efforts to pre­ 
vent the transferring of the Guaymas pas­ 
sengers from the Oceanic to the City of 
Sydney, as he was positive that the trip of 
the Chinese would be only as far as En­ 
senada. 
Believing that some action could be 
taken in the matter. Collector Phelps in­ 
formed the Treasury Department by tele­ 
graph the exact state of affairs, asking 
what remedy could be given in connection 
with the matter. An answer was returned, 
as follows: 
Washington, April 15,1890. 
Collector of the Port Phelps, San Francisco: Chi­ 
nese laborers per steamer Oceanic, with 
through tickets for Guaymas, having come 
under the privileges allowed bv instruciio; s of 
my predecessor, under date <>f November 10, 
1888, may be transferred to l'anama steamer, 
unless you are satisfied that they are attempt­ 
ing to enter this country in violation of law: 
but such instructions are now revoked, to take 
effect upon all vessels leaving China after the 
16th inst. Please notify all parries interested. 
W. Windom, 
Secretary of the (treasury. 
In conversation with Collector Phelps 
that official stated that the order was the 
only true solution of the vexed question. 
“The meaning of the dispatch,” said Mr. 
Phelps, “is, in substance, that no Chinese 
can pass in transit to Mexico after to mor­ 
row. I have notified all the steamship 
companies so that they might inform their 
agents in China not to sell tickets to Chi­ 
nese passengers in transit to Guaymas or 
any point in Mexico, as they will not be 
transferred at this port and will have to 
return by the steamer that they come over 


STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 
Im portant M eeting Y esterday—A ppoint­ 
m ent of Several Com m ittees. 
San Francisco, April 15th.—The regular 
monthly meeting of the State Board of 
Trade took place this afternoon at 1 o’clock. 
The President, E. J. Gregory, being absent. 
W. H. Mills, First Vice-President, took the 
chair. Some discussion on the question of 
delegates irom different counties being 
officially delegated, by means of proper 
credentials in writing, followed. No de­ 
cision was taken on this question. 
A letter was read from Congressman 
Morrow, saying that the Treasury Depart­ 
ment had appointed Thomas J. Vivian to 
make an official report of the resources of 
California. Fifteen thousand copies would 
be printed, and would be sent through the 
mails under Congressional frank. This 
would make a book of “00 pages. Mr. Mor­ 
row suggested that theSrate Board of Trade 
might make arrangements for 10,000 or 
15,000 additional by applying to the Pub­ 
lic Printer, who is' authorized to furnish 
these extra copies on payment of paper and 
printing. 
On motion, the letter was referred to the 
Committee on Printing.

The Secretary stated that Colonel H.

The Chairman asked what effect excur­ 
sions from the counties devoled to wheat- 
growing to iruit-growing counties would 
have. 
Mr. Macdonald answered that the effect 
would be to make those people turn around 
and do likewise. 
The Chairman gave an account of the 
trip of President Huntington and General 
Manager Towne of the Southern Pacific 
Company to Vacavil e. Allhough Mr. 
Huntington was a pioneer of California, 
this was his first visit toJVacaville and sur­ 
rounding country, and he expressed his 
unbounded delight and surprise as to ihe 
possibilities and resources of Nap3 valley. 
Mr. Mills deplored the ignorance mani­ 
fested by Californians as to the resources of 
the 8tate, and suggested the formation of 
an organisation to spread a knowledge of 
the resources of California. 
N. W. Buck stated that he heartily agreed 
with Mr. Mills in this suggestion of excur­ 
sions from difierent parts of the State to 
fairs, etc. Vaca valley last year shipped 
350 carloads of green fruit and a very large 
amount of dried fruit. He believed that 
those excursions would be of great benefit. 
Mr. Loomis of Placer county said the 
suggestion of Mr. Mills touched him on a 
very tender chord. In his county he had 
known people who had been there since 
1849 and had never been in San Francisco, 
therefore anything that would promote in­ 
ternal intercourse in California would be of 
benefit. When he went to Placer county 
ten years ago he was teld he would starve 
to death, yet he lived on, and was making 
a living. Last year that county had 
shipped about 500 carloads of various 
fruits.

RETURNING EVIL FOR GOOD. 
Sensational Shooting Scrape ou the 
Streets of V ancouver. 
V a n c o u v er (Wash.). April 15th.—The 
town is greatly excited over a shooting 
scrape which occurred about 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, and came near being fatal to 
more than one person. Dr. K. B. O’Brien, 
attempted to take the life of Rev. F. A. 
Becker, President of the Holy Augels Col­ 
lege, near his office on Main street, near 
Fifth. 
O Brien came here from California last 
winter wholly destitute, and applied to 
Father Becker for support, who, to assist 
him in getting on his leet, engaged him as 
Professor of Chemistry at the college, and 
to make him independent hired him an 
office, put him into decent clothes, and 
boarded him, requiring in return that 
O'Brien attend to any cases of sickness that 
might occur at the college. 
O Brien proved unworthy of the kind­ 
ness bestowed. He was without ambition 
and inattentive to his duties professionally, 
and being in addition wholly unable to 
manage the hoys at the college. Father 
Bee ter was obliged to let him take his own 
course. 
He notified O’Brien he would no longer 
pay his office rent and would return the 
furniture rented for the office. U’Brien 
then threatened Father Becker with re­ 
venge, and presented a bill for $250 for pro­ 
fessional services, tbougfi this was fully off­ 
set by his board and lodging and other as­ 
sistance given him. He insisted on being 
paid when Father Becker came to see him 
at his office on Main street. Being refused, 
O'Brien stripped for a fight, and, seeing 
Father Becker avoid it aüd hasten down 
the stairs, he pulled a revolver aud fired, 
the ball happily going through the 
crown of Father Becker’s hat. Father 
Becker was followed by O'Brien in 
close pursuit, and ran into Waggener’s 
bookstore adjoining, where the second 
bullet came near hitting him. Rushing 
out on the street, closely pursued by 
O’Brien, the latter fired again, this time 
hitting young Michael Wintler, a militia 
man, working at an adjoining store. The 
ball entered the scalp of the forehead, graz­ 
ing the skull and coming out two inches 
further back. 
Dr. Stainer, who dressed the wound, ap­ 
prehends no serious danger. 
The men then rushed to Father Becker’s 
assistance and secured the would-be 
assassin, who, after his attempt to harm 
Father Becker had failed, threw the mur­ 
derous weapon at him without touching 
him.O'Brien was quickly lodged in jail. Par­ 
tial insanity appears to he the only ac­ 
countable reason for his action.

SITUATION AT NEW ORLEANS. 


EAST OF THE ROOKIES, 


It Is Becom ing M ore A larm ing—Tlie 
R iver Steadily Rising. 
N e w O r l e a n s, April 15th.—Reports are 
received to-night that the Mississippi river 
has risen fifteen points d u riD g the last 
twenty-four hours at all the stations from 
Vicksburg to Baton Rouge. 
The Nita crevasse is widening and the 
water in the Atchafalaya is rising steadily. 
Four new breaks are reported in the 
Bayou de Glause. The Yellow Bayou 
levee, eighteen miles north of this city, is 
reported as giving way, and water is to­ 
night running over two miles of levee 
above Turner’s Bayou. 
How are we going to escape a seeming 
watery fate is now the all-al>3orbitg ques­ 
tion. The Illinois Central Railroad tracks 
are covered with water for a distance of 
twenty miles near Pontahatoula. The 
railroad company has an enormous force 
of men at work strengthening the weak 
places. 
Large numbers of deer were driven out 
of the swamps for sixty miles from the 
Nita crevasse to this section, and are run­ 
ning all over the vegetable farms, eating 
the young vegetables and corn. Ten or 
fifteen deer are being killed each day. 
EN ROUTE TO CALIFORNIA. 
The I’ioueers Given n H earty Reception 
at D enver. 
D e n v e r (Col.), April 15th.—The New 
England Society of California Pioneers ar­ 
rived early iMs morning and spent the day 
visiting historic localities. The party con­ 
tains seventy-live pioneers, with their fam­ 
ilies and friends, about two hundred in all. 
At ten o’clock a formal reception was held 
at the Governor’s palace, and Governor 
Prince welcomed the party. 
Captain Thomas, the FresideDt of the 
Society, responded and introduced Hon. H. 
F. Whittimore, of Boston, who returned 
thanks for the reception. Judge Axtell, 
who was a pioneer and early California 
Congressmen, also welcomed the guests. 
Most of the party then visited the Govern­ 
or’s residence, and by order of Colonel 
Synder, the military band gave a special 
concert. Prominent in the party is General 
Chapin, the hero of the Black Hawk. war. 
They resumed their journey West this 
evening. 
A correspondent who saw the Duke of 
Orleans at his trial thus speaks of the 
young pretender: “The ladies thought him 
charming; the lew Republicans near me 
said that he struck them as a brainless 
masher.

P h il a d e l p h ia , April 15th.—The two 
days celebration of ihe twenty-tiivfc anni­ 
versary of the Military Order ¿f the Loval 
Legion began this morning. All the in­ 
coming trains this morning brought coni- 
manderies from the various States. It is 
estimated that when all have arrive:! the 
attendance will nnmber about 3.500 com­ 
panions. At the meeting of the Com- 
mandery-in-Chief this morning. Ruther­ 
ford 15. Hayes. Commander in-Chief of the 
order, presided. General Wager Swayne, 
of New York, offered a resolution that at 
the next annual meeting the Constitution 
be changed to permit the formation of a 
commandery in London, for the benefit of 
companions residing abroad. The matter 
was discussed till recess, without anv ac­ 
tion being taken. 
At the Academy of Music to-night the 
ceremonies incident to the celebration of 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the Order 
were held. The building is profusely and 
beautifully decorated. Many distinguished 
men were on the stage, and the building 
was crowded with an audience, the com­ 
panions of the Order and their invited 
guests. Several brief addresses were made, 
including one by ex-Presrdent Haves, the 
Commander-in-Chief. He spoke briefly of 
the many tributes to Lincoln, and saia they 
brine us to the question r “Our beloved 
Society—the Loyal Legion—what is it do­ 
ing, what can it do worthy of Lincoln's 
fame ? Oar highest striving must be to sup­ 
port and advance the work which Lincoln 
did in behalf of his country and all the 
world. What were the ideas by which Lin­ 
coln became foreverthe type and represent­ 
ative of the verv incarnation of the spirit 
and purpose of the divine war? Our reply 
is “humanity.” Anxious solicitude for the 
welfare of his fellow-men, svmpatbv with 
the oppressed and suffering, hatred of a 
wrong to the humblest human being and our 
common brotherhood. These seutimeuts, 
and sentiments like these, filling his soul 
and the guides of his life, are at once the 
secret and a sure foundation of the endur­ 
ing place which Uncoln holds in the affec­ 
tions of all mankind. 
Nowhere can the lesson of bis wonderful 
life be more fitly studied, nor more fondly 
cherished, than in this army society, tthich 
traces its origin to that awful time when 
the ending oí that life was felt as a personal 
bereavement by all who fought the good 
fight that was so eDnobled, and consecrated 
by the death of its martyr chief. That 
lesson, while it contains almost the whole 
future of our country, is short and simple. 
Our America to day is drawing near to the 
parting of the roads, dazzled almost to 
bliDdne9s by the contemplation of the 
rivalled swiftness and splendor of her 
march to prestige, to power and to 
riches. Our country may be tempted to 
reject, or may neglect the message 
of Abraham Lincoln. That message was 
often repeated by him in words and always 
exhibited in his life. It can be easily given 
in a simple sentence. His whole life 
seemed to say to his countrymen: “See to 
it that every son and daughter of our re­ 
public, so far as human laws and human 
conduct avail, shall have an equal chance 
and a fair start in the race of lite.” 
Reject or neglect this, and our Govern­ 
ment ceases to be republican except in 
name, and that doom which the Almighty 
has appointed for all shams is not far off. ' 
On the other hand, the lot of the Ameri­ 
can people, especially all those who stood 
by Lincoln on the perilous edge of battie, 
in the support of the rights of human na­ 
ture. remain steadfastly tine to the ideas 
for which they (ought, and 
shall thus 
do all that in us lies to link the destinv of 
our country to the stars, and to entitle her 
institutions to space in that immortality 
which under the allotment of Providence 
in the affairs of nations belongs always and 
only to eternal justice. 
The speech was received with great ap­ 
plause. A feature of the evening was the 
beautiful musical programme rendered by 
the MariDe Band. 
At the conclusion of the ceremonies the 
companions went io the Union League 
Club, where a serenade was tendered them.

New York C ham lier of Com m erce. 
N e w Y o r k , April 15th.—A special meet­ 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce was held 
this afternoon to receive the report of the 
Finance Committee on the subject oí silver 
legislation. The Congress Committee re­ 
ported that they find it impracticable to 
unite in any special recommendation. 
They can only agree in deprecating any 
measure by which the country shall accu­ 
mulate in its Treasury so large an amount 
of silver in any form as shall disturb our 
financial relations with other people, but 
that any law enacted upon the subject 
should have respect to our commerce with 
the world at large.

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STANLEY SPEAKS PLAINLY. 


Stanley has at last spoken. 
To a re­ 
porter at Brindisi he ünbosouied himself, ; 
and what he said bears the ear-marks of ¡ 
verity and wisdom. H e declares that when 
he first found hrnin Pasha, he made Lim 
three offers: first, to remain at his post and 
receive a large sum of money and a regu­ 
lar subsidy; second, to remove to another 
province and be established as its Gov­ 
ernor; third, to leave the country. 
He 
asked time to think it over, though his 
«situation was then desperate." A year later 
Stanley again reached him, and Emin was 
then a prisoner; practically a prisoner, 
though not in chains. H e came away with 
Stanley reluctantly, but was at last con­ 
vinced that it was the right thing to do- 
Had he remained he would have soon been 
a Mahdist prisoner in an Eastern slave 
market, for the Malidists treat all alike 
whom they capture. 
H is forces would 
have been slaughtered or dispersed, and 
his rescue out of the question. 
Yet, says 
Mr. Stanley, and we cannot interpret it as 
boastine vain-gloriously, “Give me the 
force that Emin had, and I will reclaim 
all he lost in one month.” 
When Emin arrived at Bagamoyo he 
made a grateful speech, recognizing the 
wisdom of bringing him out of his prov­ 
ince. 
Ten minutes later the accident hap­ 
pened that nearly cost him his life. 
He 
was taken to a German hospital, and there> 
cs he convalesced, he was influenced by 
the Germans and made to look upon his 
rescue as a humiliation. 
From that time 
it was easy enough to induce him to join 
the German enterprises, and so he went 
over to that side, the scheme of which is 
to annex territory in a way to cut off the 
British coast from the interior of Africa. 
It will be remembered that when it was 
announced that the Germans desired to 
en.ist Emin, the R e c o r d - L s i o n inter­ 
preted it to mean that the British were to 
be isolated in Africa, and that all the in­ 
terior routes to the lakes from the east 
shores and the south w-ould be closed to 
them. 
It was impossible to read the move­ 
ments of Germany in any other ligiit. 
Concerning the retaking of the .Soudan, 
Mr. Stanley expresses the belief that it 
can be captured by a nation that sets out 
with a definite purpose to do so, and a de­ 
termination to win. 
“The Soudan can be 
mastered,” said Stanley, “just as surely as 
can any other part of Africa.” 
Xor will 
it necessarily involve a long and bloody 
war, added the explorer, for there are a 
m illion of Arab fighters that can be em­ 
ployed by whatever nation chooses to use 
them. 
“The nation that arms that ele­ 
m ent with modern rifles and tells it where 
to strike can master not only the Soudan, 
but North Africa ftpd Egypt.” 
Stanlev 
is positive that the German aim is to 
push on to the center of the Soudan. 
He 
is equally as emphatic in declaring that 
he could get possession of the Soudan, and 
that England would have done so had she 
done her duty. 
But the cost would be 
X.'!,000,000 in making a beginning towards 
civilizing the section. 
But he did not 
believe that there is a Government in 
Europe with the stamina to attempt that. 
Further on in the iuterview Mr. Stanley 
expressed the belief that the removal of 
Em in amounted to abandonment of the 
country over which he was appointed 
Governor, and that it is anybody’s land 
now who takes it, and hence the German 
right to do so is not opeu to question. 
As 
to the value of gaining equatorial Africa 
he spoke with enthusiasm, declaring the 
region to lie superior by far to the best of 
Italy; that it will grow anything; that 
there is land to be gained in immense 
tracts; that there are millions of strong 
lilauK men in Africa to be reclaimed to use­ 
fulness, and whose needs under civilization 
must be supplied, and hence it is of finan­ 
cial interest to reclaim them, if nothing 
more. 
How these utterances of the intrepid 
explorer will be received in England re­ 
mains to be seen. 
They will certainly not 
tend to make his welcome warmer, and 
they may make it rather frigid. 
For 
Stanley dal not he.-itate in the interview 
to say that the English had dallied with 
the question of sending him to relieve ' 
Em in so that he was five weeks idle before 
be received orders to go, and that he was 
permitted to come to America and begin 
a lecture course, just because a few pounds 
were wanting. 
This will not have a ten­ 
dency to quicken British pride or inspire 
regard for Stanley in the isles; it is evi­ 
dent that he is disgusted with his treat­ 
ment and not at all particular about what 
he says as to its giving offense. 
His rep­ 
utation for blunt speaking and truth-tell­ 
ing stands him now iu good need and will 
d o him valuable service.

VEDALIA CARDISaLIS 


TEE AUSTRALIAN LADYBUG AS THE 


ORCHAEDISTS- I'EIENB. 


R ise a n d D o w n fa ll o f th e C otton y C ushion 


S c a le -T h e F est C an b e 


E x term in a ted . 


There has been issued from (he State 
Printing Office a pam phlet by Geo. Rice 
Q uarantine Officer of the State Board of 
H orticulture, entitled “ Historical Sketch of 
the Rise and Downfall of the Cottony 
Cushion Scale,-’ which recites at length the 
story of the ravages made by this pest in 
the orchards and gardens of this and other 
States, and of the various methods pursued 
to exterm inate it. The pam phlet concludes 
w ith a chapter showing how the A ustralian 
ladybug (vedalia cardinalis) came to be in ­ 
troduced in this State, and of its successful 
crusade against the pest referred to. 
The value of the ladybug as an extenu i' 
nator of the cottony cushion scale has been 
fully demonstrated in this city. A year 
ago there were few gardens that were not 
infested with it, some trees and shrubs be­ 
ing literally covered, and looking as if they 
had been in a snowstorm. The ladybugs 
were turned loose on the trees in Capitol 
Park and other places, and the result lias 
been an apparent exterm ination of the 
scale. 
At all events, trees that were white 
with them a year ago have now scarcely a 
scale upon them . 
Refering to the m atter of the discovery of 
the lady bug’s enm ity to the scale, and its 
introduction into California, Mr. Riceeays : 
_ "W e had heard that there was a parasite 
in Aas raiia that had alm ost entirely exter­ 
minated the cottony cushion scale, and it 
was to get these parasites that Mr. Koebele 
was sent to A us'ralia. The parasite was 
known as the Lestophones, a m inute iiy that 
punctured the scale, land its egg, which 
hatched out into a cm b that made its meal 
of the scale, changed into a iiy, to again re­ 
peat its work. 
"M r. Albert Koebele left San Francisco 
lor A ustralia August 20, IS88, and arrived 
at his destination in due season. H e im ­ 
mediately sent a supply of the Lestophones 
to this country, wnich were dulv taken 
care of on their arrival. 
In the meantime 
Mr. Koebele went to work to thoroughly in­ 
vestigate the scales, their parasites,"and 
their workings, and was not long in dis­ 
covering, w hat our Australian friends had 
not done, that the “bosi” scale destroyer 
was an entirely different kind of a parasite. 
It was the ladybird, the Vedalia Cardinalis, 
he found to be the principal enemy of the 
cottony cushion scale, and he was not long 
in dropping Mr. Fly and m aking the ac­ 
quaintance of her ladyship, Miss Vedalia 
Cardinalis. 
H e captured and shipped sev­ 
eral colonies of beetles and their larvte. 
T he first im portation reached here Novem­ 
ber 30. another December 29, 1888, and 
still another January 24, 1S89. These colo­ 
nies were sent to the Wolfskill orchard, in 
Los Angeles, and Dobbins' and Chapman’s 
orchards, at San Gabriel, under the care of 
Professor D. W. Coquillett, of the Entom o­ 
logical Stall, Departm ent of Agriculture. 
They soon m ultiplied and increased som e­ 
thing after the form of a geometrical pro­ 
gression. 
Mr. W olfskill ami his foreman, 
Mr. A lexander Craw, who knew all the 
tim e “that there m ust be such an enemy 
in Australia, ’ together with Professor Co- 
quellett, distributed thousands to the anx­ 
ious orchardists. who, hearing of their won­ 
derful work, flocked in to get them . 
The 
same work was going on at the ranch of 
Colonel J. R. Dobbins, at San Gabriel, 
where the Colonel and his help gave their 
entire tim e to m aking up and distributing 
colonies tosil|w ho came for them , and they 
came from far and near. 
“ W hile the good work of the Vedalia 
was going on in Southern California, the 
little ladybug was distributed by the State 
Board of H orticuiture throughout Central 
andrNorthern California, wherever an or­ 
chard, garden or shrub was known to be 
infected with cottony cushion scale. 
“ By December 1, ÍS89, the work of exter­ 
m inating the cottony cushion scale was 
practically 
accomplished. 
The 
money 
value of this Vedalia to the orange growers 
of this State has been incalculable. The 
saving of the orchards already infested, the 
protecting of the others that were sure to 
be blighted by this terrible curse, to say 
nothing of perpetuating an industry that it 
seems will be the king of all our horticult­ 
ural pursuits, is simply grand, and cannot 
be estimated in the usual dollar and cent 
test. 
“ In this connection we think it proper 
and just that somp tilting memorial should 
be presented to Mr. Albert Koebele, who 
came near sacrificing his life in his search 
for this ladybug, and its introduction into 
this country. 
“Nothing could be more appropriate than 
the raising of say not less than $2,500 with 
which to huv a neat cottage in Alameda, 
the home of Mr. Koebele, and present it to 
him and his amiable wife, as a sm all testi­ 
mony of our gratitude. 1 am sure that the 
subject needs only to be meutioned to meet 
w ith a heartv indorsement. 
“ At the Fruit-Growers- Convention, as­ 
sembled in Los Angeles, a resolution was 
passed, requesting ell persons who desired 
to contribute anv sum towards purchasing 
a suitable memorial to be presented to Mr. 
Koebele, to forward the same to the Secre­ 
tary State Board of Horticulture, 220 Suiter 
street, San Francisco.”

A BOARD BILL. 


F etter, Sou At Co. L ose a S u it in tlie Su­ 
p erior C ourt. 
judge johii H unt, of San Francisco, pre­ 
sided in Departm ent Two of the Superior 
Court yesterday, during tí'6 hearing of the 
case of Felter, Son & Co. vs. IÍ. B. Brown. 
The plaintiffs are the well-known J'ffnOT 
firm, and the defendant is the former le.rsee 
of the State House H otel. Brown's house 
was supplied with liquor for a long tim e by 
the plaintiffs, and the payments they adm it 
were always prom pt, Felter, Son & Co. 
also boarded several of their employes at 
the State House Hotel, and their board bills 
were, by m utual consent, deducted from the 
firm ’s bills for liquors. 
W hen Mr. Brown was about to retire 
from business, a general settling up was 
had with the liquor firm, and all accounts 
were “squared” satisfactorily, with the ex­ 
ception of one item which appeared in Mr. 
Brown’s bill agaiDst Felter, Son & Co. This 
item was the board bill of a young man 
nam ed Steve Butler, an employe of the 
liquor firm, and amounted to $78 86. Brown 
m aintained that he had been instructed to 
board the young m an by E. F. Chase, the 
autborized agent of Felter, 8on A Co. The 
Felter firm, on the other hand, declared 
that Chase had not been authorized by them 
to transact such business or incur such lia­ 
bility. 
The question as to Chase's authority to 
do as he had done was the principal point 
upon which the suit hinged. 
Chase testified that when in the employ 
of Felter, Sbn & Co. he had been author­ 
ized by them , in writing, to do business for 
them . W hen asked if he still had that 
document in his possession, he replied that 
he had given it to his attorney, W. A. 
Anderson, and that the latter had lost it. 
Attorney Anderson testified that the doc­ 
um ent had been in his possession, but had 
disappeared, and he was unable to find it. 
H e remembered, however, that the docu­ 
m ent formally notified “ to whom it may 
concern,” that Mr. Chase was authorized to 
do business for Felter, Son &. Co. 
The plaintiffs produced evidence to show 
that they had never authorized Chase to do 
more than solicit trade for them, and that 
he had no right to transact other business. 
The jury, 
however, considered 
that 
Felter, Son A Co. should pay the bill, and 
cordingly rendered a verdict for the de­ 
fendant.

The following opinion was written by 
Attorney-General Johnson yesterday, and 
addressed to C. L. Ennis, President of the 
Board of Education, at Los Angeles: 
Replying to yours of March 30th, f have 
to say that, while I think the granting of 
special certificates to teach such studies as 
m ust be taught, is not to be encouraged, 
but should be held to apply more properly 
to such studies as are not in the established 
curriculum, vet I think the power is given to 
the County Boards of Education, whenever 
they think it advisable, to grant special cer­ 
tificates. 
The County Boards have power 
to grant special certificates, rated for three 
years, which will entitle the holder to teach 
such special branches as may be required 
by City or County Boards of Education. 
The wants of the schools may be such as 
require reading and elocution to be made 
special branches. 
Ordinarily it may be 
otherwise.

A n o th er P io n ee r o f th e D ays o f ’4 9 G one 
to H is B e st. 
Death has laid Its hand upon another of 
the earliest pioneer residents of Sacra­ 
mento, W ym an McMitcheli, Freight Agent 
of theSteam Navigation Company. H e died 
yesterday m orning in his room in the E m ­ 
pire building on K street, between Front 
and Second, from heart failure. Mr. Mc- 
M itcbell had been in poor health for some 
tim e pas t, having recently been confined to 
his room. 
On Saturday night he was worse than 
usual, but felt better on Sunday. 
Y ester­ 
day m orning he informed his friend, Cap­ 
tain W elch (of W lfittier, Fuller A Co ), 
whom he m et in th e hallw ay of his iodg- 
ing-house, that although he had passed an­ 
other bad night, he thought he would go 
out and get some breakfast. Captain Welch 
told him he had no donbt e little fresh air 
would be good for him , and after descend­ 
ing to the street they separated. Mr. Mc­ 
Mitcheli soon afterward returned to his 
room and complained of feeling cold, so 
his landlady started a tire in his room. H e 
put on his overcoat and sat down in a 
chair near the stove, and when the land­ 
lady returned a little later he was still sit­ 
ting there. She asked him if she should 
not turn off the draught a little. Receiv­ 
ing no reply, she turned and looked at him 
closely and saw that something was wrong, 
and im mediately sent for his physician. 
W hen the latter arrived he found that his 
patient was dead. 
Deceased was born in Little Falls, H er­ 
kim er county, N. Y., on September 20, 
1820, and was consequently in his 70th 
year. H is ancestors were of Scotch-Irish 
descent, and he inherited m any of the ster­ 
ling qualities, both physical and m ental, of 
that hardy, ragged race. H e was among 
the first to catch the gold fever, and em ­ 
barked from New Y ork in February, 1849, 
for Vera Cruz, Mex., on the brig Émpire; 
Captain Baxter (probably Captain T. G. 
Baxter, who still lives in Napa), reaching 
there in May. From Vera Cruz to San Bias 
he traveled on horseback, and came thence 
to San Francisco by sailing vessel. 
He 
came at once to Sacramento, which was 
then the commercial center of the State, 
and has resided here ever since. The river 
traffic was in those days very heavv, and 
he at once entered the employ of the I'nion 
Line, which had control of the chief river 
steamers. W ith that company, and the 
various ones that succeeded it, he remained 
up to the tim e of his death. 
In 1859 he 
married H arriet Upegraff, who died about 
thirteen years afterward. Their daughter. 
Belle, was married about three years ago 
to Frank B. Sm ith, of this city. " 
W yman McMitcheli was a man of posi­ 
tive character, and, like ail such, had many 
warm friends and a few pronounced ene­ 
mies. There was but one side to his na­ 
ture, and that was as an open book to all. 
H is opinions on all subjects were positive 
ones, and he had a plain, blunt and unm is­ 
takable way of expressing them . 
He was 
the soul of honor and truth, and left be­ 
hind him a clean and enviable record. 
He 
was a m em ber of El Dorado Lodge of Odd 
Fellows, aDd his funeral will take place 
under the auspices of that Order. 
The date of deceased s birth, as given 
above, was taken from a recently-pub­ 
lished sketch of him, but Captain Welch, 
who had known Mr. McMitcheli ever since 
he came to the State, told a R ecord-Union 
reporter that he was born in 1830.

P ro sp ects o f th e B iv er O rch ard s—D a m a g e 
i 
F rom W ater. 
! 
It is too soon to give an opinion as to the 
j prospects for the season’s fruit crop al ng 
the Sacramento river, between here and 
Rio Vista, but it is said that great damage 
will be done to peach trees from the super­ 
abundance of moistnre in the low lands. 
Í The young foliage on m any of the peach 
trees appears to be withering, and the 
curled leaf is prevalent. 
Pear trees look 
well, and promise an abundance of fruit, 
but m any predict that a great deal of it will 
fall off. 
The river has been high all winter, and 
will be lor some time to come. This canses 
constant sipage, which, added to two and 
a half feet of rainfall, has saturated the 
ground thoroughly, as there is no drainage, 
except where pum ps are provided, as in the 
Pearson district, back of Courtland, and 
about a thousand acres at Isleton. 
Nearly 
all the other islands have more or less 
water on the surface of the low lands. 
The pum p on Grand Island is being put 
in order, and, ii is expected, wil! be run­ 
ning in about a m onth. The intention is 
to reduce the water, so that evaporation 
will help to dry out the land, and thus en­ 
able the owners to get to work on the tnle 
land by July or August. 
Before another 
w inter this fine body of land will be al­ 
most impregnable against such floods as we 
have bad. 
The break in Brannan Island levee, op­ 
posite Rio Vista, has been closed, and the 
water will recede as the Sair Joaquin river 
falls. 
The upper portion 
of Andrns Island 
has quite a body of water on it, except 
along the front, or orchard land, and peach 
trees along there look very sickly. The 
same may be said of the peaches generally 
along the river, and anyone having a fine 
crop is sure to realize good prices this sea­ 
son. 
It is doubtful if the river will fall 
sufficiently to be much below the natural 
baDks until along in June.

IN V A LID PENSIONS. 


D isposing of th e Surplus F u n d s—C hanges 
iu C ourts. 
W ashington, A pril 15:h.—R fpresentative 
M artin, on behalt oi th e m inority com m it­ 
tee on iu v e’.id pensions, subm itted a report 
on the M orrill service pension bill, criticis­ 
ing th e age qualifications of the bill a3 
n o t being responsive to public dem and nor 
in com pliance w ith the request of veterans. 
T h e m inority urges that the age qualifica­ 
tions be elim inated and the lim it of service 
m ade n ot to exceed sixty days. 
R epresentative Dorsey of {Nebraska to­ 
day introduced a bill providing for the dis­ 
position of certain funds in the T reasury. 
T h e bill provides th at m oney required to 
be deposited w ith th e U nited States T reas­ 
urer for redem ption of the N ational B ank 
circulation be turned into the T reasury and 
treated as funds available for th e reduction 
o f the public debt and for the current e x ­ 
penses of the G overnm ent. 
A il the funds 
sh o u ld be held in the T reasury for th e pay­ 
m en t of m atures of debt, and the interest 
d u e and unpaid on the public debt be sim i­ 
larly treated. 
H ereafter no funds available 
for th e reduction of the public debt and for 
th e redem ption of U nited States notes 
above th e sum o f $110,000,000 shall be re­ 
tained in th e Treasury. 
T he bill passed by the H ouse to-day to 
define and regulate the jurisdiction of the 
C ourts of th e U nited States, w ithdraw s all 
th e original jurisdiction now vested in the 
C ircuit Courts ot th e U nited States and 
vests the sam e exclusively in the D istrict 
C ourts o f the U nited States, and also pro­ 
vides th at C ircuit Courts shall exercise 
such jurisdiction by writ of error an d a p ­ 
peal as they have and exercise under the 
existing laws. 
The C ircuit C ourt is m ade 
an appellate C ourt exclusively, except th at 
it has now er to issue all rem edial process. 
T h e C ircuit Courts sh all consist of the 
present Circuit Judge and tw o others to be 
appointed in each circuit by the President, 
by and w i'h th e advice and consent of the 
Senate. 
T h e C ircuit Courts shall be Courts 
of record. 


SENA TO R EVARTS. 


H e H as Several A m e n t m eats for tlie 
C hinese E n u m eratio n B ill. 
W ashington. A pril 15th —S enator Ev- 
arts to-day presented th e am endm ents he 
proposes to offer to the Chinese enum era­ 
tio n bill. 
H e proposes to m ake the certifi­ 
cates “sufficient” 
evidence of a law ful 
rig h t to rem ain in the U nited States, in ­ 
stead of “ sole” evidence, and to except all 
th e children of C hinese parents born in the 
U n ited States from th e provisions of the 
b ill. 
A nother am endm ent strikes out the third 
section, w hich provides for the arrest and 
deportation or im prisonm ent for five years 
of C hinam en found after Septem ber lit, 
1890, w ithout th e proper certificate. 
If this 
section is not stricken out E vartsw ill move 
to m ake the term of im prisonm ent six 
m onths. 
Section 7 requires th at C hinam en leaving 
th e U nited States shall surrender their cer­ 
tificates tor cancellation. 
To this Evarts 
proposes an addition that any Chinese per­ 
son, other than a laborer, who has or may 
h ereafter law fully enter the U nited States 
and w ho departed or hereafter departs be 
entitled to re-enter upon evidence satisfac­ 
tory to th e Collector of Custom s that he or 
she has heretofore been in the United 
States and is not a Chinese laborer, and the 
C ollector of C ustom s shall issue a certificate 
to such person on re-entry, w hich shall 
have the sam e force as the census certifi­ 
cate. 


BA CK ED W ITH GUNS. 


Tlie C onsul to T an g ier W ill Go to H is Tost 
on a M au-ot-W ar. 
W ashington, A pril 15th — T he Secretary 
of th e Navy this m orning cabled the com ­ 
m an d er of the U nited States steam ship 
A lliance, at G ibraltar, to wait there until 
th e arrival ot U nited States Consul M at­ 
thew s, and then sail w ith him to his post 
at T angier. 
It sec:u3 that for certain d i­ 
plom atic reasons, w hich officials are not 
w illing to disclose, it is desirable th at the 
C onsul sht uld m ake his appearanceat T an­ 
gier on a m an-of-w ar. 
H e is exnected to 
reach G ibraltar to-day. 
[T angier is a city and seaport of Morocco, 
n ear th e west entrance ot the S trait of 
G ibraltar. 
It has a population of about 
12,000. 
It is on high ground, overlooking 
a spacious bay. surrounded by a wall, and 
-defended by several torts. 
Its streets are 
narro w and dirty. 
T he harbor was once 
good, b u t has alm ost been destroyed by 
sand. 
T angier is th e ancient T ingis, su p ­ 
posed to have been founded by the Car- 
thageniaus. It was an im portant city under 
th e R om ans, and under C laudius became 
th e capital of M auritania T ingitana. 
In 
1471 it fell in to the hands of the P o rtu ­ 
guese, w ho held it until 1602, w hen it 
w as ceded 
to E ngland as a part of the 
dow ry of C atherine of B raganza. Queen of 
C harles II. 
T he B ritish abandoned it in 
1684. after destroying the m ole w hich they 
h ad bu ilt.—E ds ]

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, April 15th.—In the senate to 
day, among the petitions presented and referred, 
was que from the Boston Executive Business 
Association for the privilege of purchasing ships 
abroad for ten years. 
Among tlie bills reported from the committee 
and placed on the calendar was one providing 
for the return of second-class mail matter, aud 
tne Senate bill to ai.ow < alifomia to make cer­ 
tain grants to educational institutions. 
Sherman offered a resolution (agreed to) di- 
rccliug the Secretary of the Interior to commu­ 
nicate wi'h the Senate the report of Jesse Spaul­ 
ding, Government Director of Pacific Railways, 
as to the general management of such railways. 
Wilson of Iowa offered a resolution (agreed toi 
calling on the Secretary of the Treasury lor in­ 
formation as to whether, since the adoption of 
the Treasury regulation of September 28, 1889. 
the reference to the transit of Chinese through 
tlie country and their departure therefrom any 
Chinese, entered for transit uader such regula­ 
tion, has failed to depart from the United States 
in due course. 
Hawley gave notice that he would call up tlie 
C'tiicago World’s Fair bill ou Friday. 
The Montana election case was then taken 
up and Morgan addressed the Senate, lie re­ 
ferred to the recent Democratic successes in 
Helena and Butte as in response to the at­ 
tempt at fraud in seatiug the Republican claim­ 
ants. If these elections, he said, 
had gone 
the other way. there would have been no 
trouble iu referring the case back to the neople. 
Now- he suppo ed that was impossible, lie 
declared that if Montana were now coming, 
asking for admission as a State, with all that 
tilth hanging to her skirts, she would be kicked 
irom the threshold, and he insisted that no man 
had a right to claim a seat as a Senator from 
Montana unless he could do so on a certificate 
from the Governor of that .State. 
The certi­ 
ficates had to be sigued by the Governor and 
countersigned by the secretare of state. The 
Republican claimants had not such certificates. 
The Democrats had ceitilicatts signed by the 
Governor, but, unfortunately, not countersigned 
by the Secretary of State. It would not be very 
lung, he said, until the little cloud in Montana, 
which seemed “no bigger than a man’s hand," 
would sweep like a cyclone and tear the Repub­ 
lican party all into fragments. 
Daniel argued agaiust the majority report. 
Vance created considerable amusement by 
reading the following telegram received from 
Butte this morning:

H e O pens tlie P ru ssian L ie t—O utlining 
H is Policy. 
B er lin, A pril 15th —T he P russian Diet 
was opened to-day by C hancellor Caprivi. 
In his speech he said : “It is not tuy in te n ­ 
tion to state the G overnm ent’s program m e, 
but having h ith erto held aloof from polit­ 
ical life, I now wish to speak a few w ords 
in order to approach 
you personally.” 
[Cheers ] 
T he C hancellor then referred to th e im ­ 
portant position held by B ism arck, and 
expressed tb e hope th at in the future the 
em pire w ould continue secure. 
T be edifice 
of State, he said, was cem ented firm ly 
enough to resist w ind and w eather. 
M ore­ 
over, the noble personality of tb e young 
m onarch had already m anifested itself at 
h em e an a abroad. 
H e affirm ed undying belief in th e future 
of P russia and of th e G erm an em pire re st­ 
ing on P russia s shoulders. 
B oth for a 
loug tim e to com e w ould be a historical 
necessity. 
B oth could anticipate a future 
full of hope. 
T he E m peror had said bis 
course w ould rem ain the sam e. 
T he in ­ 
auguration of a new era, therefore, was nut 
to be expected, although m ore harm onious 
solidarity w ould be m anifested am ong the 
m em bers o f the D iet. 
In conclusion the 
C hancellor said be w ould allow the w idest 
scope to practical criticism , and would adopt 
w hat was good w herever tound. 
H e w ould 
co-operate w ith ali persons having at heart 
the interests ot Pi it-sia and aim ing to loaier 
a m onarchic feeling in Prussia and a na­ 
tional 
feeling th roughout 
th e 
em pire. 
[Cheers ] 
T he C hancellor said, referring to his p re­ 
decessor, th at it was in accordance w ith 
h u m an nature th at against a force like 
B ism arck’s other forces could hardly find 
place, and that, in fact, his resolute, self- 
relian t w ays regarding the conducting of 
affairs, m any other tendencies had to fall, 
and m any ideas rem ain unfulfilled. 
T he 
first resuit of a personal change w ith refer­ 
ence to the G overnm ent w ould be that 
certain M inisterial 
departm ents 
would 
gain a larger scope and increased province 
w ithout possessing any form al authoriza­ 
tion.
